Voting At Age 19 

California has the fourth longest constitution in the 
world, the first constitutional convention going back to 
1848 which adds up to problems when the citizen is asked 
to vote on necessary changes. This is why in 1962 the 
people were asked whether they wanted the legislature 
to submit a new constitution, a proposition that was passed 
by a 2 to 1 vote. 

Hence the formation of the California Constitution 
Revision Commission, appointed by the legislature, which 
made recommendations in 1966 concerning the legisla¬ 
ture, executive branch and the judiciary, which were passed 
by a wide margin in Proposition 1-A that year. 

The arduous work of the Commission is headed by 
an able and vigorous young Orange County superior court 
judge, the Honorable Bruce VV. Summer, who plans to sub¬ 
mit the Commission’s proposals to the public in a series 
of propositions on the 1970 ballot. There will be a series 
of propositions because the lumping of the recommenda¬ 
tions into one proposition. Proposition 1, in 1968 con¬ 
fused the voters, who turned it down. 

The recommendations will be incorporated in four 
propositions in 1970. The first will aim to strengthen 
local government; the second will make a clearer state¬ 
ment of the powers of the Public Utilities Commission 
and delete most of the constitutional articles dealing with 
corporations because statutory law can best deal with this 
situation; another proposition deletes some of the consti¬ 
tutional references to prisons, where the legislature can 
best handle the subject. 

Other recommendations include changes in the Board 
of Regents of the University of California, with the dele¬ 
tion of some ex-officio members of the Board and the 
retention of elected officials, such as the governor. 

The most controversial recommendation, probably, is 
that of lowering the voting age to 19, and the opinion 
polls indicate that this is not necessarily going to be suc¬ 
cessful. However, the Commission is right in posing the 
question. 

What the voters will be doing in accepting or rejecting 
the Commission’s proposals is shaping the role of the 
state constitution, which has three important functions: To 
state the framework of state government, mandate the 
legislature to perform certain acts; and impose limits on 
the legislature such as forbidding any abridgement of free¬ 
dom of speech. 

The state no longer needs a lengthy document but It 
does need a modern, up-to-date system, and the Commis¬ 
sion is to be commended for its work, which deserves the 
careful consideration of the voter in 1970.

AROUND THE U. S. CAPITOL 
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Harsh Facts 


Soar, rocket or spiral, whichever cliche seems more 
appropriate to express an alarming upturn, the increase 
in the cost of food, now rising at an annual rate of seven 
per cent, is hitting the consumer hard, and the farmer 
even worse. 

The housewife’s purse is being hit not by anything 
that happens on the farm but in paying for what is done 
to the produce when it leaves the farm. The profit is 
going to a myraid of middlemen who store, transport, pro¬ 
cess, advertise, package and sell food. 

For every dollar food costs us the farmer only ever 
sees 41 cents, and the ever-increasing costs of machinery, 
labor, interest and taxes whicli has already reduced the 
number of American farmers from seven million to less 
than three million in just over 30 years faces the farmer 
- - and the nation — with the harsh reality that 50 per 
cent of the Americans now farming will be forced out 
of the business in the next decade. 

It is the old cost-price squeeze, with the farmer get¬ 
ting increasingly less for his product and his costs for 
the means of producing roaring ever upwards. 

Let the facts speak: In the last 10 years farm labor 
costs, representing the major expense, have more than 
doubled; interest rates have soared 150 per cent; business 
taxes have risen 92 per ent; taxs 71 per cent; repairs 
71 per cent and so on. 

Tliose who depict the farmer as a gluttonous exploiter 
of the consumer and worker should look to the facts.

Judicial Reform 


The California legislature, now in adjournment could 
do the state a good turn during the coming months by 
looking at its record on judicial reform. 

The 1969 legislative session once more failed to pro¬ 
duce a measure which could lead to modernizing and 
speeding up judicial procedures such as those which re¬ 
cently saw three years pass before Yippie leader Jerry 
Rubin could be tried and convicted on a relatively minor 
charge. 

Continuing its lead in sponsoring meaningful court 
reforms, including the proposed Judicial Merit Plan to 
take politics out of appointments to the bench, the Cali¬ 
fornia State Bar Association has urged a plan to keep 
the judicial system in step with the state’s phenomenal 
growth. 

What is needed is an in-depth study of the adminis- 
tartion of justice in California, according to the bar¬ 
risters. The State Bar, judges, members of the legal pro¬ 
fession, have repeatedly recommended a State Judicial 
Procedural Commission, which in concept, would be com¬ 
posed of 25 retired judges, lawyers, legal scholars, busi¬ 
nessmen, labor leaders and other citizens. The Commis¬ 
sion’s chief responsibility would be to conduct a critical 
analysis and offer a critique on ways and means of stream¬ 
lining our entire overburdened court system.

In accusing the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration of making a 
major retreat on school in¬ 
tegration in the South, the 
U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights has put the adminis¬ 
tration on the defensive. Ac¬ 
tually, the administration 
has done little to ease pres¬ 
sure on school districts faced 
with almost overwhelming 
problems. Many citizens 
might argue that enforce¬ 
ment has been stepped «p 
by the Department of 
Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare, headed by Robert H. 
Finch. 

The Civil Rights Commis¬ 
sion, whose members are 
partisans favoring radical 
restructurLn'=r of American 
public school practices, want 
to put the political heat on 
the Nixon administration 
and undermine those offici¬ 
als in government who urge 
a more practical approach 
to school operations. Tlie 
Commission thus represents 
not a middle-of-the-road po¬ 
sition but an extremist 
stand. It is eager for the 
goal of integration to be 
placed ahead of the real 
purposes of the public 
schools which is education. 

This latest outburst by the 
Civil Rights Commission 
serves as a reminder, how¬ 
ever, that the country needs 
to take a new look at the 
school qustion. When the 
U.S. Supreme Court handed 
down its integration rulings 
15 years ago, it seemed that 
the dual system of public 
.schools would eventually 
give way under federal pres¬ 
sure. But public attitudes 
have shifted in the inter¬ 
vening years, in all regions 
and in, both racial groups. 

One of the significant de- 
velopment ,5 of recent years 
is the desire of many black 
Americans to maintain a 
black cultural identity. In, 
some cases, Negro parents 
have protested transfer of 
their children to white 
schools. They claim that 
their children are unhappy 
in schools where the other 
race is the majority. Inte¬ 
gration has lost some of its 
centrality as a goal for Ne¬ 
gro Americans, and oultural 
.separateness commands re¬ 
spectful attention in this 
group of citizens. 

The federal government’s 
i,nsi.stence on, total integra¬ 
tion of the public schools 
shortly may cease to have 
much .support in either ra¬ 
cial group. If this ts the 
ca.se, the Commission on 
Civil Rights, HEW and oth¬ 
er partisan agencies would 
be utterly foolish to push 
unwanted programs. The 
country would do well, 
therefore, to consider alter¬ 
nate educational formulas 
to the C'oercive integration 
plans now promoted by 
HEW and the federal courts. 

Actually, President Nixon, 
in campaigning for the 
presidency, espoused the 
freedom of choice system. 
This system may be the an¬ 
swer to America’s most di- 
vi.sive social problem. Under 
this system, parents select 
the school they want their 
children to attend. 

It is hard to see how any 
fair-minded citizen can ob¬ 
ject to freedom of choice, 
for it leaves decisions re¬ 
garding schools to parents 
and excludes all com,pulsory 
elements in- decision-mak¬ 
ing. The ideologists of racial 
balance detest freedom of 
choice, however. They want 
to force parents and chil¬ 
dren to con,form to specific 
sociological dogmas and for¬ 
mulas, irrespective of the 
parents’ wishes. 

A complete freedom of 
choice school system might 
offer an integrated school 
and other schools in which 
the enrollment was on the 


basis of a student’s cultural 
group. Teacher assignment 
also would be in accord with 
the type of enrollment. Thus 
a parent could send his 
child to an Integrated school 
if he wishes, but a Negro 
parent would be free to en¬ 
roll his child in a black 
.school where h's youngster.? 
would feel psychologically 
secure. White naren.ts would 
have the same right to en¬ 
roll their children in a 
school for white children. 

If government officials 
want to promote education, 
they will promote the free¬ 
dom of choice concept. For 
a child does best where he 
is happiest, and he will be 
happiest in a school setting 
that is in, accord with his 
environment at home and 
family circle. 

While the i deologues of 
the Civil Rights Commis¬ 
sion may try to force the 
Nixon administration to ap¬ 
ply more .pressure on the 
schools, public pressure is 
growing in the other direc¬ 
tion. Parents throughout the 
nation are deeply disturbed 
at HEW’s unsound and ir¬ 
responsible efforts to impose 
sociological formulas on 
schools that hinder class¬ 
room work and slow the stu¬ 
dents’ progress in learning. 

President Nixon, if he re¬ 
alistically examines the 
school situation and abides 
by his 1968 campaign prom¬ 
ise, will give renewed em¬ 
phasis to freedom of choice. 
It was good to hear Vice 
President Agnew say at the 
Southern Governors meeting 
in Williamsburg that he 
was opposed to busing chil¬ 
dren to other schools simply 
for the sake of integration, 
and encouraging to hear a 
White Hou.se spokesman say 
later that President Nixon 
agreed with this view. Now, 
if they will only let their 
actions support their words.

For many many centuries 
beans have been the prin¬ 
cipal ingredient in delicious 
French cassoulets, Italian 
bean soups, Greek bean 
stews, Spanish rice and 
bean combination. In o,ur 
own country we find many 
well-known regional dishes 
using beans that wandered 
across the country with the 
early settlers. Amon.g the 
best known of these are 
succotash, Boston Baked 
Beans, Southern Black Bean 
Soup, Western Chili, and 
Mexican Refried Beans.
